(Number 1) The Terry Armstrong Life Membership Award 


The life membership award was established by, then Club President, Bill Kamb in the Spring of 
1997. Club member Terry Armstrong approached Bill about having a club life membership and Bill put 
in motion the necessary issues needed to have it as part of the awards program and the membership 
approved the idea.. 


Since Terry had suggested the idea he became the very first Lifer. There followed two more club 
members when Tim Hargis and Bill Kamb became Life Members. 


At this.writing there are seven. Family-Life Memberships, two Honorary and twenty-four Regular 
Lifers. The reminding 117 are regular single members. 

Life membership dues in January 1997 were $ 75.00, and in February they were increased to 

$ 105.00. In May of 2011 the fee for family Life Memberships was $210.00 and regular Life
